It was not 
until he was returning to school a 
httle later in the evening that he 
learned he had struck the boy. 


The Injured lad was carried to a 


physician's office by Lawrence Miller 
and Gordon Bratz. The physician 
ordered his removal to the hospital 
at Waupaca, but the child died on 
the way. The boy was a Sixth grade 
pupil at St. Peter's Lutheran school. 


Besides the parents, he Is survived 


by six brothers and sisters.

Forty-five persons, including 17 pas- 
sengers of the Finmsh liner Oberon 
are believed to have perished in the 
Cattegat off Laso island last night 
when ths Oberon collided with the 
Finnish steamer Areturus In a heavy 
fog. 


Today the 
steamer 
Svenskund, 


which brought Andree's remains out 
of the Arctic, broke through the fog 
seeking additional survivors. 
The 


Arcturus, with a. hole m her bow, 
proceeded to port. 


The famous British cricketer, J 


W. H. T. Douglas, and his father, 
were believed to have been among 
those who lost their lives. There was 
a report that Eris Hjelt, commander 
of the Oberon, had been saved by his 
brother, Ossi Hjelt, the skipper of 
the Arctuius. 


Among the passengers rescued was 


the English girl, Phyllis Tipping, a 
secretary at the American consulate 
at Helsingfors, who telegraphed her 
father in Surrey, England-, that the 
Oberon had gone 
down in four 


minutes. 


The Danish steamer Garm picked 


up several bodies In the vicinity of 
the crash and was bringing them 
here. The steamer Hengist, which 
rescued four of the Oberon's crew, 
reported that the captain 
of the 


foundered vessel had 
been taken 


aboard his brother's ship with his 
first and secand mates.

His car skidded to 
a stop against the curb, and a bul- 
let from the robbers' car pierced his 
windshield and entered h!s forehead. 
He died instantly. 


The police had been called to the 


chase by a radio alarm of a rob- 
bery, the bandits escaped. 


Several hours later a squad en- 


countered three men In a car on the 
northwest side and took after them. 
Losing the race, tho trio skidded 
across the street, jumped' from the 
automobil-9 and ran. The police let 
out a volley of revolver shots and 
Patsy Steffanelh, member of the 
"42 gang" fell, seriously wounded In 
the groin. 


Steffanelli is expected to die. Sev- 


en other gunmen and robbers have 
been killed within the week, and two 
others wounded and captured.

Jonelis admitted

he shot 


and killed his wife but pleaded that 
he had only intended to maim her to 
destroy her attractiveness for other 
men. 
He testified he was intoxicated 


at the time and did not remember 
events surrounding the killing. 


One of the outstanding witnesses 


for the state was Jonelis' 
son, An- 


ton, Jr., who calmly told the court 
of finding his mother's body and of 
frequent quarrels between the cou- 
ple for months before the shooting.

none of us are yet ready to abandon 
that policy. 
"The much talked of disparity be- 


tween agricultural producers and 
those- in other groups is a broad 
-question and one naturally approach- 
es it with the idea of finding out 
-why the disparity should exist. The 
answer seems to me quite clear. It 
-is that unorganized agriculture can- 
not adjust its operations to meet 
changing conditions which were 
brought about by the World War,

organized industries.

"Perhaps the soundest advice we 


can give to agriculture is contained 
."in. the one word 'organize'. Properly 
^rganized I cannot see any reason 
;why agriculture might not go even 
farther than industry inasmuch as 
most of our products are consumed 
every day and several times a day 
jand then consumption must be fair- 
ly continuous if we are to live. 
• "In the passage of the Agricul- 
tural Marketing Act by our Con- 
'gress in 1929 and1 the passage of the 
-Caldwell Law -by our State Legisla- 
ture in 1929, both the national and 
"estate governments have definitely 
•committed themselves to the prin- 
ciples of cooperative marketing. They 
^propose to farmers that organize so 
that collectively they 
can control 


'production and merchandizing of 
their crops. These two laws direct 
the federal farm board and the state 
'department of agriculture and mar- 
kets to help' farmers In building 
-their own organizations for collec- 
tive action, by giving counsel and 
financial 
assistance to these co- 


operative agencies in the formative 
jperiod of their operation. The de- 
clared purpose of this legislation Is 
_±o put agriculture on a basis of eco- 
.nomic equality with 
other indus- 


tries. We fully recognize the serious- 
ness of the. present situation 
and 


feel there is just one permanent 
•solution, and I want to emphasize be- 
fore you farmers" and businessmen 
-the importance of farmers organizing 
.themselves into large scale sales or- 
ganizations, If the farmers' position 
is to he improved satisfactory. 
There must not only be cooperation 
•among neighbors but 
also among 


.leaders of the various 
cooperative 


groups. The team work must begin

Italy Honors Memory Of 


Martyred Young Patriot 


Triest, Italy—CXP)— The great bell 


of the castle of San Giusto rang out 
this morning in homage to the mem- 
ory of the martyr Guglielmo Ober- 
dan, the 24-year old engineering stu- 
dent hanged by the Austrians, who 
then held this city, on Dec. 20, 1S82. 


Oberdan, an ardent Italian patriot, 


though living under the Hapsburg 
yoke, wished to drive out the Austri- 
an garrison and authorities, and pro- 
voked a monster 
demonstration 


throughout Italy in favor of his pro- 
ject. He was caught and forced to 
undergo the death of a traitor. 


Today's commemoration had in it 


no sign of mourning. Oberdan's ob- 
jective, the liberation of Triest, was 
reached 12 years ago with the Adri- 
atic port's cession to Italy, and flags 
were flying all over the city. On all 
sides military bands could be heard 
playing the famous hymn of Verdi, 
"The March of the Men of ObenJan," 


which is said to have been inspired 
by the patriot leader Mazzini. 


That tragically impressive hymn 


was rendered in the courtyard of the 
very castle of San Giusto, where 
Oberdan met his death, and which 
echoed his last words, "Long live 
free Triest!" 


Oberdan's arrest, trial and execu- 


tion stirred all Europe. Victor Hugo, 
himself long a political exile; the 
Italian poet Carducci; the officers of 
the Austrian Archduke Albrecht's 
regiment, detailed to the execution, 
and the young student's aged moth- 
er, all appealed to Emperor Franz- 
Josef for a pardon or at least com- 
mutation of sentence, but In vain. 


The youthful martyr, for his part, 


refused to ask the imperial clemen- 
cy, and declined the services of the 
Austrian prison doctor and the 
chaplain.

GROVES AWJJ 


MENT WAGES 


It is easy enough to sympathize 


with the purpose of Prof. Groves, as- 
semblyman-elect, as outlined in the 
Post-Crescent the other evening, of 
compelling employing companies to 
set up reserves out of profits to be 
used as payment to workers in case 
of unemployment. Nor would we, if 
able, prevent any bar to a plan so 
devoutly to be desired. But it can- 
not be had for the wishing though 
we hope it is not impossible. 


Let us observe for a moment how 


the people of the country are pro- 
tected frpm the unfortunate contin- 
gencies of life. In the case of death 
and the unprotected family we find 
from life insurance company reports 
that 68 million people in this country 
carry life insurance totaling 108 bil- 
lions, a material part of which is group 
insurance issued through the foresight 
of employers covering workers, paid 
for in whole or in"- larger part by em- 
ployers, much of it bought because 
through long experience the employ- 
ers observed that some workers were 
careless in failing to protect their own 
interests and those of their families ev- 
en when able. ^Fhe annual premiums 
paid for this-protection out of indus- 
trial profits mount to many millions 
but are probably insignificant com- 
pared to the cost of providing unem- 


' ployment wages. 


In the case of industrial accidents 


we "have adopted a system whereby 
the employer assumes 65 per cent of 
this additional -burden which annually 
in the state of Wisconsin amounts to 
more millions. In the matter of the 
.sickness - of employees and. accidents 
outside the course of their employment, 
employers have often also covered 
these • gaps in a continuous working 
life by insurance and where they have 
not done so the worker can secure 
such insurance for a relatively small 
amount And yet the advanced idea 
in regard to industrial accidents is con- 
stantly imperiled and the sound prin- 
ciple underlying it in danger of de- 
struction at the hands of would-be 
helpers of humanity who appear to 
have no 'understanding that industry 
"the goose that lays the golden egg" 
may be so overloaded by well in- 
tended but unsound and emotional 
laws as to be rendered sterile. We do 
not say that such would be the result 
in relation to Grove's additional bur- 
den because we do not know but care- 
ful investigation must be made before 
there is thrown upon business the im- 
mense though indefinite load of unem- 
ployment wages. Neither must it be 
forgotten that although men may be 
idle without choice or fault, factories 
become in that condition through no 
fault of the .employer either and in 
some cases for reasons even beyond 
human control entirely. 


Prof. Groves should also bear in mind 


that Wisconsin industries are paying 
already in addition to other loads vol- 
untarily assumed for the benefit of 
their employees, twenty to twenty-five 
per cent of their net earnings in taxes. 
.Too many men in viewing a situation 
like that presently faced and desirous 
of rendering an aid to humanity, look 
upon industry as typified by the sev- 
eral concerns in each community that 
are prosperous which do not truly rep- 
resent industry because all industry is 
far from prosperous. A while ago 
some interested individual published a 
statement that of all the corporations 
organized in "Wisconsin in the last 60 
years 80 per cent had wound up busi- 
ness, liquidated, "given up the ghost" 
or gone into bankruptcy. Success and 
prosperity in industry, as is known by 
those who have been in it all their 
lives, is a rough, hard, painful road, 
and like mining, as many millions are 


. lost in prospecting in it and trying to 


make something into a success as are 
coined out of the successes. 


But unemployment is the great re- 


maining bugbear of life to all. And 


.. the attempt to overcome it should not 


appears difficult. The difficulties are 
mentioned merely to indicate the cau- 
tion that must be exercised. The 
Groves idea is mere likely to succeed 
through the establishment of unem- 
ployment insurance companies. The 
expense to industry must be known 
with a fair degree of certainty. It 
Avould be most unwise to have the 
funds handled by the state. Political 
handling of great funds has too often 
meant their depletion, as witness the 
Teachers' Retirement fund, Although 
the determination of issues of fact con- 
cerning the distribution of the fund, 
as those issues are now determined by 
the Industrial commission, should of 
course be by sworn officers of the 
state. 


MR. DOAK GOES TO WORK 
In a reported interview in the New 


York Times William N. Doak, the new 
secretary of labor, is quoted as say- 
ing: "We are going at the gangster 
problem with all the resources at our 
command. In conducting its investi- 
gation the Department of Labor is 
planning to ask congress for increased 
funds to enable it to enlarge its staff 
of investigators.'' The natural ques- 
tion arising- in the minds of many is 
what has the Department of Labor to 
do with gangsters? The answer prob- 
ably is that the Department of Labor 
has been looking with an aroused dis- 
pleasure upon what gangsters have 
been doing to labor. In some of the 
large cities they have throttled labor, 
using it as a cloak for the roughest of 
racketeering propositions. They have 
"muscled in" to positions of authority 
and cemented their grasp of power 
with violence aimed at working men 
who have sought only to dispute their 
authority through peaceful and legiti- 
mate means. 


These gangsters have become a suf- 


focating blight upon both workers and 
employers, using their power to black- 
mail employers for their own person- 
al gains and certainly not to the bene- 
fit of labor. The Department of La- 
bor has learned that a great many of 
these labor racketeers are aliens who 
look upon racketeering as one of the 
"rights" of men in a free country. With 
the power of the federal government 
behind the investigation the alien 
racketeers may be deported and those 
of our own citizens who are participat- 
ing1 in there unlawful enterprises may 
be exposed not only to publicity but 
to the punishment they have earned. 


A NOISY "ALL.QUIET" 


The uproar in Germany caused by 


the showing of Eric Remarque's film- 
"All Quiet on the Western Front" is 
difficult to understand. 


Eric M. Remarque, the author, in 


one of the few intervie\vs ever given 
stated that after his four years of com- 
bat service, the inspiration to write the 
book was sudden, and was due to an 
intense desire to record on paper the 
experiences of one who realized the fu- 
tility of war. So it can be assumed 
that the picture is a fair portrayal of 
the horrors of war as experienced by 
the common German soldier. The 
people of Germany have accused him 
of treason because, as Remarque him- 
self says, "it was difficult for them to 
admit that one can love one's country, 
and at the same time believe that war 
is not an excellent means of assuring 
human progress." 


Ever since the founding of the Ger- 


man republic the world at large has 
been led to believe that the people of 
Germany wanted nothing to do with 
the horrors of war. It was not sur- 
prising that certain factions supported - 
by army officers should be outraged by 
a film showing the darker side of the 
war, but it was almost a unanimous ex- 
hibition of rage from all parties which 
greeted the picture. And what is still 
more surprising, the first showing of 
the film in Berlin was stopped by the 
action of three hundred representatives 
of the National Socialist party. 


The chaotic condition of 
German 


politics and the growth of parties such 
as that of Adolph Hitler representing 
German Fascism is not conducive to a 
peaceful Germany. So it is possible 
that the apparent effort to prevent a 
disclosure of the dark side of war is 
evidence of a rebirth of the military 
spirit of Germany, or its return to 
power.

On Dec. 20, 1S03, the United States took pos- 


session of the Louisiana territory after purchas- 
ing- it from France for the price of §15,000,000.

for "internal improvements"—the building of 
roads and canals to connect the east and west.

itself at the Belgian embassy on 
Massachusetts avenue. Almost from 
the start the capital was talking 
about the household.

Prince and his household won for 
them immediately the admiration of 
official "Washington. 


The prince — thick set, florid, hand-

Their two daugh- 
ters, Princess Elizabeth and Princess 
Antoinette, took their places in the 
social whirl of the capital.

Cards and a smoker fol- 


lowed the meeting. 


The teacher is not at fault when the 
child with tho high intelligence quo- 
tient fails to write his spelling les- 
son 'within the period allowed, fails 
to recite, fails to hand in a written 
paper that shows ths slightest un- 
cerstanding of the lesson. There is 
something else wrong. 


What is It? I wish I knew. Some- 


times we can find it. A thorough 
physical examination, one made by 
earnest experts and covering a long 
period of time, comes first. A gland 
out of balance will work mischief 
unmeasured and only such an ex- 
amination and study will discover it. 
Poor vision, poor hearing, poor 
•.nutrition, obstructed breathing, will 
delay growth. But often we cannot 
find the cause. It Is hidden. We 
say, for lack of a better explanation, 
the child is lacking In fundamental 
power in the higher centers of in- 
telligence. We mean that for some. 
reason, hidden from us, the child has 
not ths power to translate what he 
knows into any form of action, of 
expression. He can spell a word if 
you ask him to do so, but when he 
IS' expected to write it in class exer- 
cise, to use itvin his working vocabu- 
lary, to function his knowledge, his' 
cannot do it. 


But he had a high intelligence quo- 


tient. He had. That is true. The 
intelligence quotient tells us certain 
facts, valuable facts, but not all of 
them. Some are still hidden. What 
is purpose? What makes one child 
carry through a job to a successful 
end when his classmate, with forty 
points i^o-3 in his intelligence quo- 
ti-nt fails miserably?. Can we sup- 
ply that quality we call purpose? 
Can we supply will? Can we stimu 
late what Is. not there? 
So far 


though I have searched ; diligently, 
though I have tried every means 
known to the teaching profession, 
I have found no way of helping a 
child who has a deficiency like this. 
Modified programs, physical care, in- 
telligent Instruction, sympathy and 
understanding cooperation help, but 
they do not cure. We must seek 
further. 


We must consider the intelligence 


quotient as one sign and give it 
proper value. But ?t is unwise to 
make it a final measure. There 'arc 
others. The social age of a child, 
the physical age, that strange qual- 
ity we- call temperament, the gifts 
and -the weaknesses of a child, those 
Inherent qualities that we sense but 
may not measure,, must be reckoned 
in the final accounting. It Is best to 
get all ths information we can from 
all the sources we " can, despising 
none, over emphasizing none and 
then in all humility do our best to 
serve each child according to his 
manifest needs.

Officials Believe Money Can 


Be Spent Better on Pro- 
grams

Washington—A drive against "red 


tape" in radio regulation, so 
that 


much money now spent by broad- 
casting- stations in legal conflicts 
can be diverted to program improve- 
ment, was launched 
Thursday by 


federal radio commissioner Harold 
A. LaFount. 


A "giant striae" 
in eliminating 


manv a notoritiai radio coti'-t squab- 
ble already has been taken by the 
commission in lengthening the pres- 
ent licensing period of broadcasting 
stations from three to sis months. 
Other reforms to expedite the com- 
mission's work and alleviate the ter- 
rific burden upon broadcasters re- 
lating to legal matters 
are under 


consideration, he said. 


"Stations now spending thousands 


of dollars in litigation 
before the 


commission and the courts could 
•well divert those funds to improve- 
ment of programs for the benefit of 
the public, the commissioner said. 
"Both the stations and the commis- 
sion have been responsible for much 
of the litigation, and both should 
cooperate to see it reduced to the ab- 
solute minimum." 


Equal Responsibility 


"Red Tape" creeps into the activ- 


ities of every governmental organiz- 
ation at some time or other, 
the 


commissioner said. In the radio com- 
mission's case it has developed to a 
surprising degree because of 
the 


public's vital interest in it, -with a 
"maelstrom of litigation" the re- 
sult. He did not absolve the commis- 
sion of blame for the state of affairs, 
but held the stations 
equally re- 


sponsible. 


"When, in the first instance, a sta- 


tion applies for increased power or 
other facilities which it knows the 
commission cannot grant, and then 
appeals to the courts from the com- 
mission's adverse opinion, "unneces- 
sary expense, both to 
the station 


and the government is caused," he 
said. 


"But the listener is the real suffer- 


er. For the money 
the 
station 


spends to carry its legal fight conies 
from the proceeds of the station, 
under ordinary circumstances. 
It 


cuts into the operating budget of the 
station, and consequently into its 
expenditures for talent." 


More stability is given broadcast- 


Ing by the lengthening of the licen- 
sing period, while at the same time 
the structure is kept 
sufficiently 


fluid to permit changes 
which the 


commission deems in the public in- 
terest, the commissioner declared. 


Prior to now, the commission was 


required by law to issue licenses 
for only three months la broadcast- 
ing. After Dec. 31, 
however, the 


law provides that the commission 
may issue licenses for a period not 
to exceed three years. It has elected 
a six-month term, after the current 
licenses expire on Jan. 31, 1931. 


"I am confident that 
we have 


made a decidedly progressive step in 
lengthening the license period, just 
as congress Intended in the law," he 
concluded. "A license to a station is 
too valuable a franchise to be threat- 
ened every 90 days in some way or 
another, while it places 
a terrific 


clerical job on the commission to is- 
sue renewals in that short span of 
time."
